Wardens Appointed To Victory 


The University with the co- 
operation of the CPC is work- 
ing out an Air Raid Precaution 
scheme in order to ensure its 
preparedness for any eventuality 
it was announced last night. A 
special committee has been ap- 
pointed for the purpose, and the 
completed plan will include pro- 
vision for fire-detection, fire- 
fighting, first aid, salvage, and 
the evacuation of staff and stu- 
dents to shelters which will be 
provided. 

The plans for an efficient system 
of evacuation have been almost 
completed. Each building on the 
Campus will have its warden and 
deputy-warden, who will oversec 
the operations in their own build- 
ing. G 

The duties of the warden include 
the formulation of a definite scheme 
of air raid precaution for the area 
under his supervision, and the pre- 
paration of simple instructions to 
be read to all classes and then post- 
ed on notice-boards and classroom 
doors. He will also see that every- 
one having occasion to use .the 
building is familiar with these in- 
structions. 

Assistant Wardens Appointed 

Each of the wardens will appoint 
a deputy-warden and assistant. 
wardens for,his building so that 
there will always be someone to 


take charge while the building is in 


use, 

He will arrange for test evacua- 
tions of those in his charge, and 
lastly he will keep the Chicf War- 
den of the University, who will be 
the principal, informed of his ar- 
rangements, 


When the notices of instruction 
are posted each in-lecturer will ap- 
point a number of class leaders to 
assist him in taking his class to the 
shelter assigned to them, and will 
send the names of these leaders to 
the Building Warden. 


Arrangements will be made for 
the transference of students and 
staff from buildings which do not 
afford sufficient shelter to safer 
bulldings, as in the case of the Lib- 
rary, whose shelter will be located 
in the Arts Building.

League Contest 
Is Won Against 
Rostrum Team 





Ruth Hill and Cecilia Angier, 
Arts III, representing the McGill 
Debating Union Society, last night 
scored a 2 to 1 victory over A. B. 
Caryer and N. D, C, McRae of the 
Rostrum Club, when they upheld 
the negative side of the resolution 
“that the ownership of power utili- 
ties should be vested with the Pro- 
vincial Government,” 


The debate, ohe of the series in 
the Montreal Debating League, wes 
held in the club-room of the Ros- 
trum Club at Queen's Hotel. The 
judges were Professor C. Currie, 
Mr, E, G. Collard and Mr. P, J, 
Ryan. 

Caryer, afler welcoming the Mc- 
Gill team, and expressing agreeable 
surprise that they were both ladies, 
defined the terms of the debate, in 
which public utilities was used to 
refer to electricity and gas, their 
production and use, and the provin- 
cial government to refer to the 
province of Quebec. 

Both Caryer and McRae used an 
ideological argument based on the 
principles of “Liberty, Fraternity 
and Equality,” and the fond dreams 
of the pioneer founders of Canada 
that the natural resources of the 
land should be free to all, 
tried, by using the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric Commission as an example, 
to show the benefits accruing to the 
general welfare of the community 
from such governmental ownership. 

The chief disadvantages of priv- 

ate ownership, they argued, were 
costly competition, high rates in 
order to ensure profits, and curtail- 
mont of other industries depending 
on utilities, by high rates. McCrae 
succeeded in painting a beautiful 
word picture of the growth of a 
privately owned power company 
from a small group of scheming 
capitalists to a powerful concern, 
interested only in exploiting natural 
resources for their own ends, even 
if it meant using vice and graft to 
gct their profits. 
. Cecilia Angier, opening the nega- 
tive side called attention to the in- 
appropriateness of comparing our 
complex modern structure of so- 
ciety, with that actually known or 
envisaged by the founding fathers. 
She argued that private ownership 
tended to be more efficient since it 
had to sell its services {o a difficult 
public, and she warned about the 
dangers of political interference 
with efficiency which comes from 
government ownership.

Art Exhibit 








The Art Association of Montreal is sponsor 
ing a loan exhibition of masterpieces of paint- 
ings from February 5th to March 8th, which 
will be the finest of its kind ever to be shown 
in Canada. This exhibition, for the benefit of 
the men of the allied. merchant navies, will be 
opened by His Excellenty, the Earl of Athlone, 
of Canada, and H.R.H. 
Princess Alice. 


Over one hundred and twenty-five pictures, 
hung on the Art Gallery walls, will illustrate 
the history of painting in Europe for the last 
five hundred years. Italian painting will begin 
in the fifteenth century with works by Man- 
tegna and da Massina, among the first paint- 
ers in oil colors. The art of Venice.in the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries is especially well rep- 
resented. There will be pictures by Titian, 
Veronese, Tintoretto, Canaletto, Guardi, and 
Longhi who illustrated the golden age of the 
Venetian era. 


The Flemish painters will include a Rubens 
and a Jordaens. These were sent from Belgium 
for exhib:iion at the World's Fair in New York, 
and, on the outbreak of war, placed in the 
vaults of the Worcester Museum for safe-kcep- 
ing. The Belgian Government, after lengthy 
negotiations, agreed generously to release these 
pictures especially for the Montreal Exhibition. 
The same generosity and co-operation has been 
found with representatives of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment who are allowing twelve of their most 
treasured paintings to be taken from the vaults 
in the United States where they have been 
placed for safety and sent up to Montreal. 


These will include six pictures, the property 


of the Ryksmuseum in Amsterdam, which were 
shown at the World’s Fair. These, which in- 
clude Vermeer's “Milkmaid,” had been placed 
in the guardianship of the Detroit Instiute of 
Art. The Committee of the Loan Exhibition 
feels that any exhibition which lists a Ver- 
meer becomes, if for no other reason, one of 
the great artistic events of any city. 


Spain is to be represented by works of El 
Greco, the master who; though trained in the 
Venetians school of painting, developed a 
Spanish expression, and gave to Spain its first 
national art; by Velasquez, who became one of 
the world’s greatest analytical portrait painters; 
by Ribera who painted with a robustness, 
almost modern in character; and by Goya, the 
last great painter of the Spanish School who 
died in the early nineteenth century. 


The English painters begin with Isaac 
Oliver, famous for his miniatures and for his 
very few oil paintings. Then, after Hogarth, 
whose delightful family groups will be shown, 
come the: great portrait painters, Reynolds, 
Gainsborough, Romney, Lawrence, and two of 
the greatest of landscape painters, Turner and 
Constable, 


French art is remarkably well represented. 
Starting with Poussin and Claude Lorrain in 
the seventeenth century, it includes many 
painters in the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, coming down to men as recent as Ce- 
zanne, Renoir, Gauguin and Picasso, 

Special rates are being made for groups of 
students, and. gulde lectures may be arranged.

Schoolgirl Heroine 

A young girl, lately arrived in England 
from Occupied France, told in a BBC News- 
reel the story of her remarkable escape. 

Students at her school, she sald, made 

‘themselves a real nuisance to the Nazis. 

One day two of the boys managed to fix a 

French and a British flag on the spire of a 

cathedral. Shortly afterwards, a French 

. officer—a friend of her family—set fire to 
the local German canteen and to some lor-- 
ries. One of the boys was arrested; also tho 
officer. The latter contrived to escape. This 
school-girl learned that she was to be ar- 
rested too, So she escaped with the officer. 

They got into occupled France, and al- 

though the Gestapo was on the look-out for 

them they reached Marseilles, 

The officer obtained permission to go to 
North Africa to join the French army there, 
and to take his “daughter.” 

Once in Africa he planned their real 
escape. He bought a fishing boat, and en- 
gine, and sails, With two other Frenchmen 
who wanted to join General de Gaulle they 
set off, with a few fins of food and about 
eighteen gallons of water. Unhappily most 
of this proved undrinkable, and they had 
to be rationed to half a pint each day. 

After twenty hours at sea, the engine 
broke down. They had to put up a sail, and 
row as well. Two days later, off the 
Spanish coast, a strong current blew them 
ashore. Fortunately they met no soldiers; 
only fisherfolk who helped them. 

At sea again they were afloat for threc 
more days. The last night was very bad— 
a high sea and water pouring into the boat, 
nearly all of them were very sick. 

Next morning, the weary little crew 
spotted a powerful water boat. Spanish, 
perhaps? They took down the Free French 
flag from thelr mast. As it drew nearer, 
they saw -the ensign of the Royal Navy. 
Their rellef needs no description, “It didn't 
take us long to understand one another,” 
this young school-girl said, “And soon we 
were aboard the British ship and DESIRE 
for Gibraltar.”

This effusion does not assume to 
go under the dignified title of a 
column, but has been inserted in 
this issue, if we must be frank, for 
purely technical reasons, which we 
leave to the imagination of the 
reader. 

To get on with the‘{ight, and not 
to change the subject, this particu- 
lar member of the sports staff must 
have his say about the recent deci- 
sions of the Board of Reference. In 
the first place, yesterday's letter by 
the Chairman of the Athletle Coun- 
cil pretty well sums up the attitude 
in the Union basement, but more 
might have been said, 

Recently the “Varsity” of To- 
ronto has taken a rather smug 
attitude with regards to the way 
we have observed the C.LA.U, 
ruling of June last, Certain 
writers have stated that we not 
only have an inferior intra- 
mural system, but that we have 
showed Jittle initiative in ob- 
taining outside games, If it is a 
case of little initiative in break- 
ing solemn rules, we quite 
agree. May we suggest that it is 
McGill, and not Toronto or 
Western, who should emit 
sounds of self-satisfaction at 
having obeyed the ruling to the 
bitter (and we do mean bitter) 
end. Mr. MacDonald has said 
that we have passed up three 
opportunities for local inter- 
collegiate exhibition games, as 
well as a chance to enter the 
local Defence Hockey League. 
Hence the “bitter end.” 

Far is it from us to Instigate 
wordy arguments with our fellow 
collegians from Hogtown, but we 
wish to make clear the position of 
the Daily, that decisions as to Mc- 
Gill's athletic policy lie consider- 
ably above our heads, and above 
the heads of the Student's Athletic 
Council. If the “Varsity” has any 
axe to. grind, let it. consult others 
than ourselves. 

Anyhow the point to all this talk 
is-that the student bodies in Can- 
adian Universities should co-oper- 
ate instead of quarrel, We at Mc- 
Gill are having sufficient trouble 
extracting games from higher 
authorities, without rival papers 
cutting in to say that “intercollegi- 
ate sport is a dead issue on this 
campus.” 

If Toronto and Western and 
Queens can manage to arrange 
outside games, so much the bet- 
ter for them, That's no concern 
of ours, as long as it is not hind- 
ering the national cffort, But 
if we try to get someplace or 
other (legitimately, také note), 
give us a chance, eh Varsity? 
How about a bit of compro- 
mise? 

Finally, as an anti-climax to an 
entirely anticlimatical essay, let us 
say that the policy so far pursued 
by McGill, contrary to the desires 
of most, has been stupld, to put it 
mildly, Apparently three American 
colleges offered to play games 
locally, and at no cost whatsoever 
to ourselves, There was everything 
to gain in the way of a war benefit 
exhibition, let us say, and nothing 
to lose as regards fisancial cost to 
ourselves, Then again, we have 
tossed up a chance to enter a 
worthy local hockey league, also at 
slight cost of time and money to 
ourselves, 

All this, of course, is digging up 
past incidents, Since January's 
meeting, a new regime of wartime 
college sports has been.entered, it 
is to be hoped. There is much to 
regret in the way of sport at Mc- 
Gill during the past season, and we 
sincerely hope that co-operation in 
opinion on the part of both college 
newspapers and local : collegiate 
authorities will mark the new 
year,
